Ousbmau, is the most distinguished 
woman buried in Myimt Auburn. Her 
nxammeut is moiled afUr the Egptian 
obelisk recently erected m Central Pork, 
the shaft being t»vutj-iite 
fnct in 


height. Thisrests on 11 aiv.t ible founda- 
tion, and the entire stnu-ture is nearly 
thirty-four feet. The only inscription is 
the name "Charlotte Cusiiniaii," which, 
indeed, is all that is n quired. Miss 
Cushman was a native of Boston, and 
was the oldest of five children. 
Her 


father was bankrupt, and »h.- went on 
the stage for the purpose of affording a 
support for those she loved. She devel- 
oped an extraordinary dnun'tlic genius, 
which was fully appreciated by the pub- 
lic, and her role included the highest 
range 
of Shakespearean characters. 


Hence she drew immense audiences, and 
as a result her rirofessinn.il emoluments 
were of an UBp.irulloled amount. 
She 


waa always highly liberal to her rela- 
tives, and left them im estai? estimated 
at a half million. 
Mi.-.s C'usliumn was 


the only distinguished tragedienne that 
^ent through life unmarried. 
The rea- 


son of her celibacy is unknown, but it 
may be supposed that her bold, mascu- 
line manners were too repul-ive. She 
had one admirer, however, but no oue 
knew the reason why he was unsucesa- 
ful. Perhaps he shrank at liist from of- 
fering liis hand to one of such hauteur 
and autocratic disposition, or some pique 
may have led her to re]i ct him in hope 
of a more distinguished mutch.

ever be the reason she remained Char- 
lotte Cuahuuui, and gave a noble exam- 
ple of the dignity of midden life. 
She

before her death, and showed her Uoual 
taste in tho pivfeienceof locality.

Movements of Leaves. 


Leaves, Mr. Darwin says, when they 


go to sleep, move either upward or down- 
ward; or in the case of the leaflets of 
compound leaves, forward— that is, to- 
wards the apex of the leaf or backwards, 
that is, towards its base; or again, they 
may rotate on their own axis without 
moving either upwards or downwards; 
but in almost every case the plane of the 
blade is so placed as to stand nearly or 
quite vertically at night. Moreover, the 
upper surface of each leaf, and more es- 
pecially of each leaflet, is often brought 
into close contact with that of the op- 
posite one, as the upper surfaces appear 
to require more protection than the 
lower. The evil effects which result if 
Bleeping leaflets be prevented from press- 
ing their upper surfaces together, so as 
to protect them from radiation, were well 
seen in experiments of Mr. Darwin, in 
which he pressed down the leaflets of 
oxalis, marsilia, etc., so that they could 
not bring their upper surfaces into con- 
tract: the result was that the leaves were 
killed. Thus of twenty-four leaves of 
marsilia extended horizontally, exposed 
(o the zenith and toobstrnoted radiation, 
twenty were killed and one injured, 
whilst a relatively very small proportion 
of the leaves which had been allowed to 
go to sleep with their leaflets vertically 
dependent were killed or injured. Mr. 
Darwin noticed that the differenqe in the 
amount of dew on the pinned-open 
leaflets and on those which had gone to 
sleep was generally conspicuous, the lat- 
ter being sometimes absolutely dry, 
whilst the leaflets which had been hori- 
zontal were coated with large beads of 
dew 
Another fact observable was that 


when leaves were kept motionless they 
ue more liable to injury than when thev 
wen slightly waved about by the wind, 
and thus gP* » Ji^e wanned by the snr-

Three or four men now own all 


the spring wheat in the market, and 
are busy in Chicago buying all that 
comes, immediately on its arrival. 
There is no doubt that these rings 
are detrimental to the best interests 
of the country. 
While the prolit 


seems to come from the speculators, 
on the other side it really comes from 
the people who are forced to pay the 
advance put upon the breadstuff by 
the action of the men who engineer 
the corner. We mention the fact 
simply to call attention to the futili- 
ty of legislation attempting to chock 
an evil when the evil is backed by 
public sentiment. There is now 011 
our statute books a stringent law 
against corners. 
When the law was 


passed, it was- stated that corners 
were a thing of the past. No one 
would now be so foolish as to try to 
run one. But they have been rather 
more successful since the law was 
passed than they were before. 
The 


human animal is a singular creature. 
One of his characteristics is a mor- 
bid love of gambling. Every nation, 
savage and civilized, loves to stake 
its possessions on games of chance. 
The lone Indian will barter his last 
blanket on odd and even, the Chi- 
nese will hazard everything, even to 
their liberty, on a cricket fight, while 
the more civilized white man will 
commit crimes deserving the peni- 
tentiary in order to put up money on 
margins. Every advance made in 
science only affords him new facili- 
ties for his vice. The improved 
methods of telegraphy, for instance, 
only afforded the unhappy dweller iu 
the rural districts a chance to dabble 
in the stock ami grain market, and 
communicate all the more promptly 
with his commission man. Legisla- 
tion has been futile to battle with 
the evil. 


ONE would infer from reading some 


of the loading Democratic dailies 
that the Democratic party in con- 
gress is the watch-dog of the treas- 
ury--baying every time a move wns 
made to empty its vaults.

coal and drank without mjlk and 
sugar.

Ottman was arrestd with 
his half of the money in his posses- 
sion, but Hallcck's testimony was so 
weak that the. jury disagreed at the 
first trial, and acquitted him upon a 
second. Ottman has now made his 
appearance in Washington and de- 
mands the money which was cap- 
tured with him, and has since been 
in the possession ol the police au- 
thorities. He has made this demand 
several times before, but has not suc- 
ceeded in persuading the govern- 
ment to comply with it. Now it is 
stated that he will consent to a com: 
promise, and the very remarkable 
announcement is made that the gov- 
ernment will retain $12,500, and de- 
liver the balance, which amounts to 
about $7,300, to him. This is a very 
questionable wny of closing up what 
has been one of the most disgraceful 
failures iu the annals of criminal ju- 
risprudence, but the question natu- 
rally arises, where and how the au- 
thority can be secured to make such 
a compromise as this. If Ottman 
was not involved in the ''obbery, all 
the money belongs to him. If he 
was, 
it all belongs to the govern- 


ment. If he is an innocent man he 
should be allowed the full amount; 
if IIP is a guilty man, who has a right 
to condone the crime?

Let Decatur Bend to Stricken Grtnnell a 


Generous Donation. 


In his published appeal to the world, 


in speaking of the dreadful cyclone which 
swept over Iowa last Saturday night and 
devastated the town of Grinnell, killing 
over 100 persons, Mr. J. S. Clarkson,edi- 
tor of the Des Moines Register, thus de- 
scribes the damage and condition of the 
sufferers: "The tornado made a swath 
of destruction through the thickly set- 
fed portion of Iowa, some 150 miles in 
length and an average of half a mile in 
width, extending from a point south of 
Ames, in the centre oT the state, and then 
swept in the shape of a crescent to South 
English, in Keoknk county, in the south- 
eastern part of the state. We have the 
names now of sixty-nine dead and five 
hundred wounded, half of the latter 
grievously hurt, and probafcly a fifth of 
them fatally. Over 300 families have had 
their homes totally destroyed, and there 
are now at least 1500 homeless and in 
want The loss in property will exceed 
$2,000,000, and may reach 83,000,000. In 
the town of Grinnell alone over §400,000 
in property was destroyed, on none of 
which was there a cent of insurance, as 
in case of fires. It will take at least $300,- 
000 to put the people there beyond need 
and distress. It will take 8100,000 at once 
to put the wounded people in condition 
to be cared for. It will take 81,000,000 at 
the lowest to keep the sufferers from 
want, and help them to put the humblest 
of roofs over their heads. The people of 
Des Moines and of Iowa are responding 
generously. The citizens of Des Moines 
have subscribed $8,000 this morning, and

A SAD ACCIDENT. 


A Small Boy Drowned In Lake Fork 


Creek in Austin Township. 


AUSTIN, June 20,1882. 


EDITORS REPUBLICAN;— 


Yesterday evening about 5 o'clock two 


little children of Fielding Lane, a girl 
about 5 and a boy a little less than two 
years old, while playing'on a foot-bridge 
across Lake Fork creek, a short distance 
from the house, fell in the water, and as 
the girl tells the story, who 'came running 
to the house screaming," Mother, Charlie 
is hi the water," and as she.was thorough- 
ly wet her mother ran to the creek and 
not seeing her boy gave the alarm, and 
was heard by several men in the fields 
plowing corn, who hastened to the scene 
with all speed and plunged hi after the 
lost boy. The news spread rapidly and 
quite a number of men gathered and con- 
tinued the search until 11 o'clock with- 
out success, when tlley reluctantly re- 
turned to their homes, to resume the 
search again this morning. A large re- 
inforcement of 25 or 30 have been dili- 
gently at work dragging the creek and 
walking so closely together that it seems 
impossible that any object ot the size of 
the boy could escape them. Thus far, (G 
o'clock p. m.,) they have been unsuccess- 
ful. The search has extended for several 
miles. The story told by the little girl to 
your correspondent is that while playing 
on the bridge the -boy fell in and as he 
tell caught her, and they both went into 
the water together. She caught on a mud 
bauk a few yards below and ran to the 
house and gave-the alarm. The search 
will undoubtedly be continued by a larger 
force to-morrow. The water runs rap- 
idly, but it seems impossible that the 
body could float the distance searched, as 
there are several water gaps and any 
amount of trash in the creek, audit seems 
equally impossible that the meu could 
have passed it in their search.

LoBgfellow'i Ancestry. 


A writer in a weekly contemporary 


gives an interesting and valuable account 
of the anoartry ol Henry Wadswonh 
Longfellow. According to this writer, 
the great-grandfather of the poet, 
Stephen Longfellow, was a native of 
Newbury, Massachusetts. The grand- 
gather of Stephen Longfellow was born 
in New Hampshire Comity, England, 
about the year 1651. He came in early 
life to Newbury, where he married Anna 
Bewail, a sister of Chief Justice Bewail 
He was drowned in the Gnlf of St. Law- 
rence during Sir William Phipjs' eipedi 
dition to Quebec in 1690. Of his six 
children, one was the father of Stephen 
Longfellow, who went to Portland in 
1745—an event chronicled in Parson 
Smith's Journal. He became a black- 
smith, and married Abigail Thompson in 
1714. His son Stephen was born in 
1723. The latter was sent to Harvard 
College, where he was graduated. The 
young collegian opened a school in Port- 
land, after having served as a pedagogue 
in York. He held a good and honorable 
position in town during his life, became 
the father of three sons, and died at a 
ripe age. Only one of his sons, another 
Stephen, had children, and the eldest of 
these was likewise called Stephen. This 
new Stephen made his home in Gorham 
during his peaceful career, married Pa- 
tience Young, and produced another 
Stephen. 
"To the close of his life," 


says the writer, who has gathered all the 
details of the Longfellow pedigree, "he 
wore the old style dress—short clothes, 
a long waistcoat, and white top boots. 
He u as a man of sterling qualities of 
mind and heart, great integrity, and 
sound 
common sense." 
The 
last 


Stephen was the Father of Henry Wads- 
worth Longfellow. He entered Harvard 
College in 1794, and was a favorite in his 
class. He was an earnest student and 
left the college with a full share of 
honors. After graduating he entered 
the law office of Salmon Chose, an uncle 
of Chief Justice Chase, and was admitted 
to the bar in 1801. His practice was, 
from the beginning, large and lucrative. 
In 1804 he married Ziepah, eldest daugh- 
ter of General Peleg Wadsworth1, ade- 
aoendant of John Alden, of Plymouth. 
It was in the house of Abigail Longfel- 
low, a sister of Stephen, that the .poet 
was born, seventy-five years ago. He 
was named after Lieuteimut Harry Wads- 
worth. Stephen Longfellow, after hav- 
ing passed through a long and note- 
worthy career, died ia 1849. The poet 
married Mary S. Potter when he wat 
about twenty-four, but his wife lived 
only four years. Eight years later he 
married Prances Elizabeth Appleton, 
whose tragic death is familiar to all.
